Katrina Sukola joined MyRWA in March 2011. She has a background in environmental and aquatic 
chemistry (B.Sc. University of Waterloo, M.Sc. University of Manitoba). Katrina performed research 
and field studies in the Experimental Lakes Area in Northern Ontario, marshes in Manitoba, lakes 
throughout Massachusetts and the EPA’s National Coastal Assessment of Massachusetts and Cape Cod 
Bays. She spent a summer at Mote Marine Laboratory in Florida in the Center for Ecotoxicology’s 
Chemical Fate and Effects Program and the Coastal Ecology Program, researching harmful algal blooms 
in marine environments and aquatic species such as bivalves. Her training and experience includes 
investigating water quality and contaminants such as metals and sulfide in both water and sediment, 
conservation projects such as stream and coastal habitat surveys, invasive plant removal, and wetland 
construction and restoration to enhance fish habitat. In her spare time, Katrina acts as the vice-chair of 
the Surfrider Foundation Massachusetts Chapter.
